Our newspapers 
are not capable of preservation through 
the centuries like the rolls of Egyptian 
papyrus; of them special and less pe¢r- 
ishable. imprints should be preserved. 
The best photographs of the past gen- 
eration may not be found In the orig- 
inal plates; Mr. Konta would gather 
the photographic plates, which should 
be preserved as records. 

We have.methods of fireproofing 
stich-as have never been equaled. We 
have inventions that catch, retain; and 
reproduce vividly the very lineaments 
and voices of our times. We can trans- 
fer our written records to imperishable 
fabrics, It is in the ripeness of time, 
as Mr. Konta says, that we may now 
provide “a systematic extension of the 
historic records which the present may 
bequeath te posterity.”

EASY TAX MONEY. 

One Albany Senator was bold enough 
to vote against the bill amending the 
inheritance tax law, and the proposed 
tax on secured debts was laid aside 
because of a deficiency of votes to pass 
ft. One fact is as surprising as the 
other. The Senator who opposed the 
‘reduction of the inheritance tax did so 
because the rates were too low in his 
opinion, although the reason for reduc- 
ing the rates was that the previous 
rates were so high that the tax could 
not be collected. The rates are reduced 
because the previous increase had re- 
duced the revenue by two million dol- 
‘lars last year, and had expelled capital 
rand capitalists from the State. 

Yet one Senator voted nay. The ar- 
gument for the secured debt tax is 
equally strong. It is an optional tax, 
not a compulsory tax. Nobody need 
pay it unless he finds payment advis- 
able.. The.inducement to pay this State 
tax is that it relieves the subject of 
taxation from lability to the vagaries 
and extortion of local taxing officers. 
Everybody knows how well this princi- 
ple has worked in application to mort- 
gages upon real estate. Millions of 
dollars in mortgages which fled from 
what the Governor calls. the “arbi- 

trary, unjust, and ineffective personal 
property assessment’ welcomed the 
opportunity to pay a moderate specific 
State tax, and came out of hiding. 
Such tax-paid mortgages are better to 
hold than mortgages on which the tax 
has not been paid, and similarly any 
securities on which this. proposed tax 
has been paid will enjoy a-better mar- 
ket than others of the same class, but 
tax unpaid. It is estimated that $750,- 
000,000 of such securities are sold here 
yearly, and it is expécted that from 
four to six millions of dollars of reve- 
nue can be had from willing payers. 
The State needs the mofiey, for’ the 
party sym by the elephant has 
flattened the State’s pocketbook as 
though ‘a real elephant had stepped on 
it.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION’S REPORT 
ON TUBERCULOSIS, 


The Royal: Commission of London, 
appointed to‘inquire into the relations 
of human and animal tuberculosis, has 
submitted a report to Parliament which 
will have its effect upon the inspection 
of the milk and dairy supplies npt only 
of Great Britain but ofall Hurdpe and 
of the United States. It finds that the 
bovine bacillus can and does infect hu- 
man, beings directly, producing con- 
sumption and tuberculosis of the di- 
gestive tract and throat. Incidentally, 
the report shows that the battle fought 
by the advocates of pasteurization ‘of 
all milk not competently certified to be 
pure has been won. 

Dr. Koon, who isolated the human 
form of tubercle, declared.in 1901, and 
until his recent death, that the bacilli 
of bovine tuberculosis could: not infect 
human beings, and that human tuber- 
culosis ‘could not be transmitted to cat- 
tle.. The Royal Commission found in 
1904 that cattle could catch the disease 
from human beings. Its present report, 
based upon experiments with human 
beings, cattle, rabbits, guinea pigs, pigs, 
goats, chimpanzees, monkeys, horses, 
rats, mice, dogs, cats, and birds, these 
experiments extending over long pe- 
riods and involving. exhaustive study 
and investigation, shows that the hu- 
man type of tuberculosis is not the 
only one found in man. The kind found 
in binds is suspected. Other germs, hav- 
ing a special character and not yet ex- 
actly classified, have been found, And 


1thé bovine type in its. most virulent 


form, and reproducing itself in the hu- 
man organism, was found, sometimes 
alone, sometimes mixed ‘with the human 
type. 

Of 28 persons suffering from. pul- 
monary tubefFculosis, in 2 cases the 
presence of bovine bacilli wae revealed 
as the actuating cause. These, after 
propagation on artificial media, gave 
rise to fatal cases of tuberculosis -in 
both calves and ‘rabbits. Further ex-

jamination of tho germs, obtained after 


intervals of 76, 117, and 118 days suo- 
ceeding the first culture, removed any 
doubt of their character, Of 29 cases 
of primary peritoneal tuberculosis, 14 
revealed the bovine bacillus and - 
more a ** of the human and bo- 
vine types,’ All these cases were of 
children from 1 to 16 yeam old. Of 
those infected with the bovine germs, 
all died of tuberculosis save one who 
was stricken with pneumonia, 

The Commission finds that in- 
gested milk and butter, cheese, and 
Other foods prepared with milk, may 
contain great: quantities of the tuber- 
cles from cows suffering not only from 
lockl infections of the udder, but of 
internal organs removed from the site 
of lacteal secretion, It says:

Having excited 50 

Cause and = much animosity by at- 

/ Effect tacking the cherished 
Trans belief that white clothes 
posed. are cooler than those of 
dark colors, perhaps not enough more to 
really coufit will be produced by an as- 
sault on another delusion, equally wide- 
spread and equally dear—the delusion 
that thunderstorms break hot waves and 
coo] the air. 

In hot weather almost everybody 
yearns for the relief of showers, and after 
they come, comments gratefully on their 
beneficent’ effects. Even the Weather 
Bureau observers and forecasters, who 
are supposed to speak with scientific ac- 
curacy, are 80 often quoted as talking in 
this same way that it is fair to assume 
that at least now and then they do so— 
which is a pity. Not only is it’an unques- 
tionable, because an easily demonstrable, 
truth that thunderstorms: are an effect 
of atmospheric coolings, not the cause 
of them, but almost anybody who will 
give ‘a little thought to the matter will 
see that this must be the case. 

Air’s capacity for absorbing and hold- 
ing aquecus vapor is directly proportioned 
to its temperature, and as long as the air 
remains hot nothing happens—nothing 
electrical, that is. But when a hot and 
heavily laden body of aif comes in con- 
tact with one cold enough to condense 
the moisture of the former rapidly, then 
electricity is set free in large amounts 
and lightning flashes, thunder rolls, and 
rain falls. That is all there is to 
“cooling shower” of which we have 
heard #0. much of late and geen so little 
in this ill-treated part of the world. 


invariably ignored does no great harm, 
of course, but it is just as easy, after the 
habit has once been formed, to talk sense 
as to talk nonsense, and .the “ cooling 
shower” jalk is mostly nonsense. It is 
altogether that, so far as the confound- 
ing of cause and. effect goes, for the cold 
wave makes the shower, not the. shower 
the. cold wave, but the rain that falls on 
heated pavements and buildings does cool 
them more or less by its prompt evapora- 
tion, ahd in. both city and country gives a 
sensation of freshness and cleanness espe-

PRICES AND PROSPERITY. 


Belleves Some Items of Cost Besides 
Labor Are Too: High. 


To the Editor of The New York Times? 

Your editorial in to-day’s issue on “ Prices 
and Prosperity” presents an extremely in- 
teresting analysis of the industrial situation 
of the present day. Allow me, however, to 
differ from you in part of your conclusion. 
You may be right in thinking that all possible 
resources of modorn efficiency have been ex- 
hausted, and that it is “up to" labor to rer 
duce the cost of production: But some people 
are not quite sure that all the other items of 
cost are already at thelr lowest possible mini- 
mum. You take it for granted that rent, for 
example, is at its lowest. The manufacturer 
in trying to keep down his cost of production | in 
cannot ref@uce the cost of that item, because it 
is beyond his power. He must obey the man- 
date of the landed monopoly, which raises the 
rent so soon as he realizes any profit above 


cost. 

Again, the banks might {mprove the situ- 
ation by adopting a more liberal policy in the 
matter of cred. It is an open secret that the 
manufacturer has to pay large bonuses to the 
bank, in addition to the nominal legal interest, 
if he is to obtain any capital at all. 

Furthermore, the matter of express charges 
iw one that ought to be looked into.

Another step was taken yesterday in un- 
tangling the aituation which has prevent- 
ed the Borough of Queens from doing the 
repaving planned under the appropriation 
granted this year. by the Board of Dsti- 


poration Counsel Sterling notified Presi- 
dent Gresser he had advised Controller 
Prendergast that he saw no reason why

This is now paved 
with granite blocks, part of which are to 
be taken up ahd relaid along that part 
of the street covered by the Clancy & 
Van Alst contract. Until these are re- 
moved the asphalting cannot be done.
